Asparagus  grows  easily  in  almost  any  good  soil  but  best  results  are  obtained  in  well- 
riched,  deeply-dug,  sandy  loam.  A well-cared  for  bed  improves  with  age,  and  lasts  for 
many  years.  It  may  be  established  from  seed,  but  much  is  saved  by  planting  roots.  Seed 
should  be  sown  thinly  in  early  spring,  in  rows  1 foot  apart.  Thin  out  the  weakest  plants, 
so  the  remainder  will  be  4 inches  apart.

CELERY 

To  grow  early 
Celery,  sow  the 
seed  late  in  March 
in  a hotbed  or  box 
and  for  later  crops 
in  the  open 
ground,  as  soon  as 
the  weather  be- 
comes warm,  cov- 
er lightly,  or  bet- 
ter still,  roll  or 
press  it  in.  Cover 
with  sand  to  avoid 
baking  and  spread 
a piece  of  burlap 
over  the  surface  to 
keep  it  moist  and 
prevent  washing 
out  of  sand.  Re- 
move this  gradu- 
ally as  the  sprouts 
show.  Shade  the 
young  plants  for  a 
week  or  ten  days, 
and  do  not  let  the 
soil  dry  out.  The 
tops  may  be  shorn 
off  once  or  twice 
before  planting,  so 
as  to  insure 
“stocky”  plants, 

which  will  suffer  less  on  being  transplanted.  When  from  four  to  six  inches  high, 
transplant  into  broad,  shallow  trenches,  or  on  the  level  ground,  setting  the  dwarf 
sorts  into  rows  three  feet  apart,  and  the  tall  varieties  four  feet  apart  and  six  inches 
apart  in  the  rows.  The  soil  should  be  light,  highly  manured,  partially  shaded  and  moist, 
or  near  water,  as  the  plant  must  be  freely  watered  in  dry  weather  but  it  should  not  be  put 
directly  on  them.  Earthing  up  checks  growth  and  should  not  begin  until  quite  well  grown, 
then  earth  up  gradually,  keeping  the  leaf  stocks  close  together,  so  that  the  soil  may  not 
fall  into  the  center  of  the  plant,  but  never  earth  up  in  wet  weather,  nor  when  dew  is  on 
them.  That  intended  for  winter  and  spring  use  needs  little  banking;  when  stored  for 
winter  it  will  naturally  bleach  beautifully  white.

HERBS 


GENERAL  CULTURE  DIRECTIONS— Sow  early  in  April  or  May,  in  a sheltered, 
well-prepared  spot  in  the  open  ground,  either  broadcast  or  in  shallow  drills  about  seven 
inches  apart.  Thin  out  the  plants  thus  raised,  and  keep  clear  from  weeds.  A few  sweet 
aromatic  and  medicinal  herbs  are  very  valuable  for  flavoring  soups,  etc.,  and  care  should 
be  taken  to  harvest  them  properly  on  a dry  day,  as  they  come  into  full  blossom,  then  dry 
quickly  and  pack  closely,  entirely  excluding  the  air.  Label  each  sort. 

BASIL,  SWEET — The  leaves  are  used  for  flavoring  soups,  stews  and  highly  seasoned 
dishes.

FROM  SEED 

CULTURE— For  dry  (fall)  bulbs, 
select  a clean,  well-drained  and  well 
manured  piece  of  land,  prepare  a per- 
fect seed  bed,  and  sow  seeds  early  in 
spring  in  drills  15  inches  or  so  apart, 
using  5 to  6 pounds  of  fresh  seed  per 
acre.  Use  wheel-hoe  and  weeders  free- 
ly, and  thin  plants  to  stand  at  least  2 
inches  apart  in  the  rows.  Pull  when 
tops  begin  to  die  down,  cure  and  sell, 
or  store  in  cool  dry  place.  For  sets, 
select  clean,  sandy  soil  of  medium 
fertility,  prepare  it  well  in  early  spring 
and  at  once  sow  in  drills  a foot  apart, 
using  40  to  60  pounds  of  seed  per  acre. 
Gather  the  sets  when  ripe,  cure  and 
store  in  a dry,  airy  place.  They  may 
be  wintered  in  a slightly  frozen  con- 
dition, but  must  be  protected  from  re- 
peated freezing  and  thawing.  In  early 
spring  following  plant  them  in  shallow 
drills  1 2 inches  apart,  and  about  2 
inches  apart  in  the  drill.  By  sowing 
seed  of  the  Spanish  type,  such  as  the 
Prizetaker  and  Southport  Globes,  under 
glass  in  January,  February,  or  even 
March,  and  transplanting  in  April  to 
open  ground  3 to  4 inches  apart  in  the 
rows,  bulbs  of  immense  size  may  be 
produced.

Discontinue  then  until  August,  when  a planting  of  extra  early  sorts 
will  often  produce  a good  crop.  Sow  the  seeds  in  single  drills,  or  in  double  drills,  six 
or  eight  inches  apart,  one  inch  apart  in  the  drill  and  not  less  than  four  inches  deep, 
or  for  the  late  sorts  seven  to  eight  inches  deep,  since  deep  planting  prevents  mildew 
and  prolongs  the  season.  Cultivate  well  and  draw  the  earth  twice  to  the  vines  during  the 
growth.  Bunch  the  tall  varieties  when  they  begin  to  vine.  Pick  the  pods  as  soon  as  fit, 
and  allow  none  to  ripen  on  the  vines,  as  they  will  then  cease,  bearing.

For  Old  Lawns It  will  take  about  half  as  much  seed  as  for  a new  lawn,  depending 

on  how  thick  a stand  of  grass  there  is,  usually  40  to  60  lbs.  per  acre  for  renovating. 

MAKING  LAWNS 

Preparation The  soil  should  be  deeply  spaded  or  plowed,  thoroughly  pulverized 

and  raked  fine  and  smooth,  removing  all  roots,  stones,  clods,  trash,  etc.  If  not  properly 
graded  it  should  be  done  now,  allowing  for  water  to  drain  off  and  not  stand  in  pools.  If 
the  lawn  is  made  of  clay  recent  excavations,  it  should  be  covered  with  3 or  4 inches  of 
good  rich  garden  soil  before  the  seed  is  sown. 

Fertilizers — Sacco  Plant  Food  or  Pulverized  Sheep  manure  is  thoroughly  satisfactory 
for  lawns.  Unless  stable  manure  is  well  decomposed  it  contains  weed  seeds.  Work  the 
fertilizer  into  the  soil  at  time  of  sowing  seed. 

Sowing Seed  can  be  sown  in  the  spring  from  March  to  July  or  in  the  fall  from 

August  to  October.  To  get  it  evenly  distributed  half  the  seed  should  be  sown  one  way 
then  cross  and  sow  balance  at  right  angles.  The  seed  should  be  covered  by  raking  or 
harrowing  and  then  well  rolled. 

Mowing Cut  the  young  grass  for  the  first  time  when  it  is  about  1 Yl  to  2 inches 

high  with  either  a sharp  scythe  or  a free  running  machine  set  high.  It  is  most  important 
to  keep  grass  cut  quite  short  from  the  very  start,  otherwise  it  will  grow  long  and  thin, 
instead  of  tillering  out  and  covering  the  ground. 

Never  allow  the  grass,  whether  it  be  young  or  old  to  grow  long  and  ragged.  Two 
inches  may  be  considered  the  extreme  length  to  which  it  should  attain  at  any  time  of  the 
year.  It  is  not  advisable  to  keep  grass  too  closely  cut  during  hot  and  dry  weather. 

Renovating If  the  grass  is  thin  it  is  not  necessary  in  most  cases  to  plow  up  the  en- 

tire lawn  and  reseed,  though  if  it  is  choked  with  weeds  and  there  is  very  little  grass  left 
it  is  decidedly  preferable  to  plow  up  or  spade  up  the  entire  lawn  and  seed  over.  Unless 
this  is  the  case,  however,  raking  over  roughly  with  a sharp  tooth  rake  and  sowing  more 
seed,  will  improve  the  lawn  wonderfully.  Grass  usually  dies  out  from  lack  of  plant  food, 
hence  it  is  a good  plan  to  apply  either  Sacco  Plant  Food  or  Sheep  Manure  in  March, 
April  or  May,  after  the  growing  season  has  started.
